A single car- 
riage followed the hearse to the New York 
Bay Cemetery. Init sat William Ah Sing, 
his young relative, John Ah Sing, John Ah 
Woand William Thomas Aquie. All wore 
American dress. Aquie is a seaman on the 
ship A. M. Ray, which sails between New 
York, Java and Singapore. John Ah Sing 
is a seaman on tie Ivy, which. sails 
between New York and Portland, Uregon. 
William Ah Sing and John Ah Wo are re- 
tired boarding-house keepers, and came to 
this country together in 1851. Sing owns 
several express wagons and is said to be very 
well off. Ail have veen sailors. Sing said 
yesterday: “John Ah Bow had been for 
thirty years a member of the Eeenetong, to 
which he belonged fifteen years before he 
came to America, Itis a strong organiza- 
tion, and has, in this country and China, at 
least 3,000 inembers, all of whom have been 
soldiers. Weall knew Ah Bow. ‘The asso- 
ciation pays for his funeral.’”’ The hearse 
was driven to the northeast corner of the 
cemetery. In the lot stands a 

SINGLE STONE OF WHITE MARBLE, 

on the upper partof which -is cut several 
Chinese characters arranged in the form of 
aT. Below, in English characters, are the 
words, “Chinese Company, Eenetong.”’ 
All the letters are painted red. A hundred 
women and children had been awaiting the 
funeralat the cemetery. Four of the women 
wheeled baby carriages and several carried 
infants. No new grave had been dug and 
apparently none could be,for mounds covered 
the lot, and the attendants said there was at 
least two tenants in each grave. From one 
the earth was quickly removed, and the body 
of John Ah Bow was put to rest above those 
of two of his countrymen with eighteen 
inches of earth over it. The Chinamen stood 
atthe foot of the grave with uncovered 
heads while the coffin was lowered, and each 
threw a handful of dirt overit. ‘the Eene- 
tong owns four plats in different parts of the 
cemetery, and is negotiating for a fifth. 
Each plat is marked with redand asingle 
stone, all bearing the same inscription. 

““A considerable company of the Chinese 
come up here every April,” an attendant 
said, “and repaint the inscriptions. They 
build a fireon each grave, burning colored 
joss paper, and put chop sticks and bowls of 
rice on the grave. ‘They bring along a dem- 
ijohn of wine and cigars, which they share 
with what spectators may be present.”

PROHIBITION PARTY. 


The Number of Signers for and Against 
Submission to the People. 


As petitions favoring the submission of a 
constitutional amendment prohibiting the 
sale or manufacture of liquor in the State of 
Missouri, or protests against the passage of 
prohibitory laws, were submitted to. the 
Missouri Legislature, they were each day 
referred to the House Committee on Consti- 
tutional Amendments. At each session the 
petitions were carried by the clerk of the 
committee to the room in the City Hotel of 
J. Ed. Jones, chairman of the committee, 
and securely locked up. Every few days the 
names were counted and entered on the back 
of each petition. The committee in regular 

gession decided that they would not con- 
sider the names of women and 


minors on the petition, holding that 
they were only bound to hearken to the voice 
of their constituents, in a political sense. 
The committee delayed its report until the 
close of the session, and then, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that there were upwards of 
instances of petitions for submission 
ch bore every evidence of “‘manufact- 
ure,” from twenty to sixty names being writ- 
ten in the same ink and by the same person, 
and at the same time, all were counted. The 
chairman of the committee,in connection with 
the adverse report on the constitutional 
amendment, reported the names as 14,367 for 
submission and 47,312 against, explaining at 
the same time that the names of women and 
minors had not been counted. The cleek of 
the committee asked for instructions as to 
the disposition of the petitions. Letters 
were belna received daily, asking if certain 
names were on certain petitions. Judge 
Bashaw advised that the documents be 
burned in the presence of the House, as no 
one seemed to have any rightto them. In 
the meanwhile a report was put in circula- 
tion that the names had not been correctiy 
counted, and on motion of; a member of the 
House a resolution instriicting the clerk to 
burn the mail sack full of papers was amend- 
ed by their reference to the Secretary of 
State for safe keeping. The prohibition 
press continuing to make the charge that the 
count was incorrect, the Secretary recently 
k a recount of the names, which 
work was completed and the footings made 
several days _ The count which had just 
been concluded shows that the report of the 
committee was practically correct. The to- 
tal number of men asking for the submis- 
sion, asshown by the recount, was 14,468, 
and the total number of men remonstrating, 
determined in the Same manner, was 47,045.

URANOLITHS, 


Flammarion’s Novel Theory of the Ori- 
gin of “rolites. 


From the New Orleans Times-Democrat 


A somewhat novel theory regarding the 
origin of wrolites was enunciated | Camille 
Fiammarion on the lithinst., in his com- 
mentary upon the recent fall of meteoric 
stones near Brescia, in ltaly, and Iserlohn, 
in Westphalia, 

It need hardly be observed that all notable 
meteoric fragments, or ‘‘thunder-stones,”’ as 
they are termed in antiquity, have been clas- 
sified and analyzed. The precise date of the 
falling of nearly alithat have struck the 
earth since modern civilization began is 
known, as well as the nature of the mate- 
rials composing it. Inno single case have 
any elements different from those of our 
own earth been discovered by chemical 
analysis; and in many instances the compo- 
sition of a meteor has been found strangely 
identical with familiar voleanic products. 
For example. a stone which fell at Juvenas 
(Ardeche) in 1821, is almost precisely identi- 
cal with Icelandic lava; and another ereo- 
lite which feil at Chassigny (in Haute Marne) 
was found to be composed of peridot, or 

rismato-cirysolite, containing grains of 
ron. This corresponds precisely to a spe- 
cies of dunite rock discovered in New Zea- 
land. Another erolite which fell in Servia 
in 1877, was found to contain elements ex-

MILRACLE-W ORKERS, 


Joaquin Murietta’s Widow and Her 

Followers in the San Joaquin Valley, 

Cor. of the San Francisco Uhroniels, 

The miracle-workers of Cantua canyon 
are creating an excitement among the Span- 
ish-speaking population of the upper San 
Joaquin Valley and the country in the im- 
mediate vicinity. The head of the Cantua 
canyon is fifty miles southwest in the moun- 
tains from Firebaugh’s ferry, and has a gen- 
eral resemblance to what is known as the 
Canada pompone in Marin county, except 
that the canyon and the mountains are very 
much larger. At the head of Cantua eanyon, 
on the summit of the Coast range, is a large 
flat, surrounded by heavy oak timber and 
chaparral, At the eage of the flat, where it 
slopes into the canyon, are three huge rocks, 
like minor Egyptian pyramids, standing in 


in the extinct voleanic craters of Auvergne. 

But on the other hand there has never yet 
been found in any uranoilites materials 
wholly analogous in arrangement to our 
stratified earths,—to the exterior shell of our 
world. ‘lhere are no caicarevus formations, 
no sauds, no sheils, no fossils ;—and siliceous 
rock is never found in uranoliths, Never- 
theless siliceous rocks form to a large extent 
the crust of our world,—the ribs, the bones 
of the earth animal. 

The inference might naturally be that 
these fragments were not cast upon us from 
any planet that has died of old age—no 
world of dried-up seas and sand-choked cra- 
ters. Neither could they have formed frag- 
ments of a civilized globe dashed into atows 
by some cataciysm—like that which it is be- 
lieved once circled between Mars and iy oe 
ter, to burst asunder at last and form by 
its ruins that wonderful swarm of asteroids, 
only two hundred and five of which have as 

et been named. Uranoliths might indeed 
be relics of a world, but that world must 
have been warm with uncooled lava-blood 
and uninhabited by organic life. ‘Their sub- 
stance is akin to the substance of the earth, 
but not the exterior substance; they are 
formed like its entrails, not like its epider- 
mis. The compositions discovered in them 
are analogous to excessively dense sub- 
stances with which we could never have be- 
come familiar, had they not been vomited 
up to the light by volcanic spasms. Meteor- 
ic formation is similar tothat of the sub- 
stance of the world only before its snell was 
formed, the protozoic world before the Ocean 
existed. 

lt is true that a meteoric mass hurled 
from a lunar volcano witha velocity of 2500 
metres a second, would escape beyond lunar 
attraction and might reach the earth; it is 
aiso conceivable that the moon’s substance 
is precisely similar to the earth’s substance, 
having doubtless originated from the 
same source. But there is little reason to 
believe that any volcanic activity now exists 
in the moon. 

Camiile Flammarion offers the startling 
suggestion that these mysterious visitors— 
srolites or uranoliths—were once a part of 
our earth, perhaps at that epoch when 
order had begun to crystallize within the 
chaos of fire, and the first thin crust was be- 
ing upheaved by tremendous voicanic action ; 
perhaps even at a more recent period. The 
American volcanoes, now enfeebied or ex- 
tinct,might once have possessed force 
enough to fling masses far beyond the at- 
traction of the earth. Such projectiles, un- 
less caught by the sun or other bodies, might, 
in obedience to irrefragible law, play comet 

arts for a time, describing enormous para- 

olas, and returning at each long revolution 
to cross the terrestrial orbit. Unless it 
should happen to meet the earth on its first 
return, the wrolite might travel for millions 
of years before being nnaily arresied; and an 
uranolith discharged into space during the 
upheaval of the Andes, might fall back 
upon the world in 1883.

She is dressed in 
plain, unironed calico of dark pattern; her 
headgear is an ordinary Mexican shawl, 
gray stockings and coarse women’s shoes 
complete her costame. She carriesa string 
of large wooden beads and an ancient silver 
reliquary. She is said by her proseiytes to be 
the widow of the bandit Joaquin Murietta. 
Her otticial associates are two lean, gray old 
Mexicans, dressed in ordinary lower-class 
Mexican style. ‘These men are bronzed and 
high-featured, and have the same intensity 
of expression that distinguishes the woman. 
They are stated to have been in former years 
sacristans in orthodox chapels in the mining 
regions of Sonora, Mexico. Widow Muri- 
etta and one of these sacristans have resided 
in Caniua canyon for nearly a quarter of a 
century. They own over one hundred head 
of cattle, besides a few sheep, goats and 
horses. The other sacristan is a recent ar- 
rival from Hermosillo, Mexico, and is the 
original promoter of the present ex- 
citement. The ceremonies on Friday 
Were as Jn single file, Widow 
Murietta leading, the trio, followed by 
hundreds of proselytes and spectators, walked 
slowly round the rocks, chanting a monoto- 
nous invocation to the “Padres Christianos 
of the old times in the country to come and 
convince the people by signs and wonders 
that the true temple of God was located at 
that place. On the western side of the mid- 
die rock the trio halted, and, turning their 
faces to the West, kneeled. They made lit 
tle noise in ray ing and by the time they 
concluded their followers all seemed intul- 
tively to have grouped themselves in front 
of the three ata distance of twenty feet. 
Then, in conversational manner, the widow 
began a recital, and as she closed each 
sacristan alternately went on brietly with 
the story. ‘The gist of the relation was 
that the three rocks were hollow, and were 
really gorgeous temples; that in June 4 
potent padre would come from Mexico and 
open the doors of these temples to believers, 
that once inside each woul nanny his or 
her aftinity: that neither youth, age, riches, 
nor poverty would any impediment tu 
love, feeling and enjoyment.

‘Ihe virtue of the sword 1s in the bravery of 
the man.”

LAKE MINNETONKA, 


The Approaching Season at the Favor- 
ite Resort. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LAKE MINNETONKA, May 28.—Trusting 
that some mention of the Big Water may 
prove welcome in anticipation of the hot 
spell so soon to come, I write a few lines de- 
scriptive of the lake and its prospects. This 
season promises to be a very gay one. The 
various hotels located about the lake are 
making ready to receive the thousands of 
pleasure-seekers who annually fiock to the 
cool and shady shores of the Western 


Saratoga, and the railroads and steam- 
boats offer every facility for quick 


and short connection with St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. The Manitoba Railway 


hasadouble track to the Jake in course of 


truction. Boating and hting will 
command unusual attention this season. Sev- 
eral yacht clubs of the two cities have spe- 
cially sent East for fast sailing yachts with 
the avowed purpose of defeating the cham- 
pion of last summer, and wuch excitement 
already reigns among the young men of the 
various clubs. The choicest of fresh water 
fish are takenin the lake, and fishing inter- 
ests of summer tourists, protecte< by an act 


taking of fish by spear or seine. The char- 
acteristic beauties of the lake are too well 
known to those who have once rusticated on 
its banks to justify aay recapitulation for 
their perusal, but as adaress myself to 
those also who have never sojourned here I 
shallenter upon a brief description of the 
scenic features of the lake. The conforma- 
tion or outline is wholly unlike that of any 
sheet of water I have ever seen. ‘The effect 
of the whole, as presented by a map, I 
should, by simile, compare to a polypus— 
one integral body from which proceed in- 
numerable arms. And yet, despite 
the apparently careless outline, it 
evinces all the beauty of design. Seem- 
ingly witheut pian as_ viewed = in 
the gross, when dismembered and dissectea 
(for this lake may be dissected) It ee to 
be constructed upon a uniform plan through- 
out. The particular arm or bay on which 
now am, is a miniature of the lake, with the 
same tendency to divide into smaller bays, 
and these into lesser, and the least of these 
is still a fac-simile of the whole. The great- 
est length of the lake is popularly estimated 
at seventeen miles, and the greatest stretch 
of water visible at one spot is six miles. 
There are two grand subdivisions, the Up- 
vr and Lewer Lake, which are connected 
yachannel passing the largest steamers. 
The character of the two is wholly different, 
the former being of a wild and somewhat 
lonesome aspect, and the other more domeés- 
tic. One of the finest features of the lake, 
and one which distinguishes it emphatically 
from anything seen in Missouri, is the su- 
perb shore iine of rounded boulders, with 
overhanging boughs, shrubs and trees that 
grow to the water's edge. Graceful beaches 
of pebble relieve the scenery, and offer 
many temptations to the barelegged child. 
Pieasant drives into the surrounding coun- 
try are being steadily opened and improved. 
Much of the land scenery is exceedingly 
fine, stretching away twenty miles to the 
distant blue hills of the Minnesota. 

There is, moreover, a fine mineral spring 
within two miles of the Hotel St. Louis. It 
is likely to become very pular, and efforts 
are now on foot to establish it as a spot of 
public resort. The timber growth is large 
and varied, consisting mainly of sugar ma- 
ple, basswood and elm. ‘lhe vegetabie and 
fruit productions are unsurpassed. Any- 
thing may be grown which is hardy ne 
to survive the winter, or which may
